CHRISTMAS EVE is the greatest 
night in the year. It is a night of 
mystery. When everybody is in | 
bed, except the policemen, down 
the chimney comes an old gentle¬ 
man in a red cloak, bordered with 
white wool, carrying over his back 
an immense sack stuffed with toys 
and bonbons, which he empties into 
the stockings of good little boys and . 
girls asleep in their beds. 

The policeman does not see the 1 
old housebreaker; the black soot 1 
does not smirch his beautiful red- 1 
and-white cloak; more wonderful 
still, the smallest chimney on the • 
humblest roof in all the world is I 
wide enough for his descent, sack i 
and all. The fact is, Santa Claus, I 
Saint Nicholas, Father Christmas, , 
Bonhomme Noel, Knecht Clobes, or : 
whatever else children may call the : 
old gentleman with the sack — the I 
fact is he is a ghost. 

He is the ghost of that good St. ' 
Nicholas who went about doing gen¬ 
erous acts in secret; who slipped , 
money, silver, and gold, through 
the keyholes or under the doors of ( 
poor people, and made homes hap¬ 
py without letting anyone know how 
it happened. Nicholas was a kind 
man, and now he is a kind ghost. 
All over the world — ip Europe, 
America, Asia, Africa and Australia, 
the ghost of this old man on Christ¬ 
mas Eve passes down millions of 
chimneys, and fills billions of stock¬ 
ings with trillions of toys and cand¬ 
ies. Yes, really and truly, it is the 
spirit of St Nicholas who comes 
across the snow on Christmas Eve. 

And this is the real mystery. 
Santa Claus very often takes a 
human form. There are so many 
chimneys in the world, and children 
will wake up so dreadfully early on 
Christmas Morning, that nowadays 
even a ghost has not time to go all 
round the world in a single night. 
So the ghost of St. Nicholas splits 
itself up into little atoms of kind¬ 
ness, and these atoms, like seed 
thrown from a sower's hand, take 
root in the hearts of fathers and 
mothers, and uncles and aunts, 
and guardians and friends, and 
turns them all, but for Christmas 
Eve only, into Santa Clauses. 

“One Christmas Morning,” says 
a French author, "when ! was in 
my eighth year, as I was searching 
in my sabots, (wooden shoe) I pulled 
out a big penny, which made me 
bitterly unhappy. Where had Father 
Christmas, the fairy giver of toys, 
unearthed this horrid, greasy money? 
Certainly not from heaven. I im¬ 
mediately suspected that my father 
had placed this prosiac money in 


my shoe simply to destroy my faith 
in the legend of Father Christmas. 
My faith in dear old Father Christ¬ 
mas and his donkey was completely 
shattered, and it was from that 
moment that doubt entered my in¬ 
fant soul for the first time.” 

But this little boy should have 
said to himself: “No doubt my 
father put this money in my shoe, 
nevertheless, he does not put pen¬ 
nies there every night in the year, 
and so it must have been Santa 
Claus who made him do it.” 

And this you will see, is the 
true explanation of Santa Claus. 
Perhaps it is only in very old-fash¬ 
ioned, out-of-the-way places that 
Father Christmas really rides about, 
and climbs on the roof, and de¬ 
scends down the chimney with his 
sack of toys. But if there had never 
been a St. Nicholas, who was a real 
man, no stockings and no sabots — 
as the French call their shoes — 
would even have been set out on 
Christmas Eves for surprise gifts 
So it is still a mystery, and it is 
still from heaven that this mystery 
comes. 

If you keep half an eye open this 
Christmas Eve and see, while you 
pretend to be fast asleep, your 
father and mother enter the room 
with candies and parcels of toys, 
candies and oranges, just say to 
yourself that Santa Claus is employ¬ 
ing them to do his will, and that if 
St. Nicholas had not lived and done 
kindly things, you would never have 
had that box of soldiers, that auto¬ 
mobile, that doll or box of choco¬ 


lates, etc., on Christmas Morning, is 
it not much more mysterious than 
Santa Claus himself? Do not think 
that you are very sharp and clever 
to have found out how the toys 
and candies come to you on Christ¬ 
mas Eve. It is one of the great 
mysteries of life. 

For once upon a time there lived 
a rich young man who tried, be¬ 
cause he so much admired the kind 
and gentle character of Christ, to 
make his money give other people 
happiness. He went about placing 
coins and gifts in the homes of 
poor people. He did good in secret. 
The name of this young man was 
Nicholas. When he died, people 
called him Saint Nicholas. He died 
and was buried like any ordinary 
man. But one man, whom men 
called Nicholas, has from his grave, 
for hundreds of years, inspired the 
whole civilized world to be kind 
and generous on Christmas Eve. 
He was not a mighty warrior, but 
he has done more for the happiness, 
kindness and good-humour of the 
world than Caesar or Napoleon. Is 
that not far greater mystery than 
Santa Claus and his reindeers? 

Learn from this story that a 
beautiful character is more power¬ 
ful than any fairy and understand 
that your presents at Christmas are 
given to you in secret only that you, 
when you grow up, may follow the 
example of giving without telling. 

Santa Claus, even if he comes 
in your father's or your mother’s 
person, is still the loving spirit of 
the good Nicholas.

For Improvements To Park Facilities 


Capital expenditures amounting 
to $1,200,000 have been budgeted 
for the Parks Branch, Department 
of Lands and Forests, for the oper¬ 
ation and maintenance of Alberta’s 
provincial parks for the 1965-66 fis¬ 
cal year. Negotiations are also un¬ 
der way to expand the land areas 
of Beauvais Lake, Big Knife, Long 
Lake and Miquelon Lake Provincial 
Parks. 

At Cypress Hills Provincial Park 
a multi-purpose lodge is to be con¬ 
structed for year-round group gath¬ 
erings. Existing lines in the town 
and park water system will me re¬ 
placed. Park facilities are to be im¬ 
proved with a sewage system and 
new fire hydrants. 

More beach area will become 


available at Wabamun Lake Pro¬ 
vincial Park with the construction 
of a sea wall. The park will also 
acquire a central wash house with 
water and sewage system. 

Scheduled for Big Knife Provin¬ 
cial Park is the installation of elec¬ 
tricity, while Bow Valley and Long 
Lake parks will have new water sup¬ 
ply systems. Kinbrook Island Park 
will get a bath house, with picnic 
shelter sprogrammed for construc¬ 
tion at Willow Creek and Woolford 
parks. A new water well will also be 
drilled at Woolford. 

In addition, improvements to 
warden, caretaker and other Parks 
Division facilities are planned. These 
include residences, workshops, ga¬ 
rages and others. Provincial parks 


with various facilities for use by 
branch personnel scheduled for in¬ 
stallation include Aspen Beach, Cy¬ 
press Hills, Crimson Lake, Entrance, 
Gooseberry Lake, Miquelon Lake, 
Park Lake, The Vermilion and Thun¬ 
der Lake Provincial Parks. 

In addition, Municipal Aid grants 
are being continued. Grants are ap¬ 
plicable to municipally owned park 
projects in counties, municipal dis¬ 
tricts or improvement districts. The 
parks must be owned or under long 
term lease to be eligible for these 
grants. The grants are aimed at im¬ 
provement and development of rur¬ 
al-type parks in Alberta. A total of 
$285,000 has been approved and 
committed since 1960 under this 
plan.

Scandinavian Rye Bread is a win¬ 
ner of grand national baking con¬ 
test. 

2 packets of active dry yeast or 
2 cakes compressed yeast 

1 cup warm water 

2 cups buttermilk or sour milk 

% cup firmly packed brown sugar 
1/3 cup molasses 
% cup shortening 
2 tablespoons salt 
2 teaspoons anise seed 
1 teaspoon sada 

1 cup cold water 

2 tablespoons grated orange rind 
or 3 tabiespoons candied orange 

peel 

5 cups rye flour 

6 ! ,4 to 7 cups all purpose flour. 

Soften yeast in warm water. Com¬ 
bine in saucepan buttermilk, brown 
sugar, molasses, shortening, salt 
and anise seed. Bring to a boil; 
remove from heat. Combine soda 
and cold water. Add to hot mixture; 
cool to lukewarm in 4 quart mixing 
bowl. Add orange rind and the 
softened yeast. Gradually add the 
two flours to form a stiff dough. 

Knead on well-floured surface 
until smooth and satiny, about 8 
minutes. Place in greased bowl 
and cover. Let rise in warm place 
until light and doubled in size, about 
2 hours. Punch down dough. Let 
rise 30 minutes. 

Divide into four parts. Shape 
into round loaves and place on well 
greased baking sheets or shape into 
oblong loaves and place in well 
greased 9x5x3 inch pans. Cover. 
Let rise in warm place until light 
and double in size (1 to 1% hours). 

Bake at 350 for 50 to 60 minutes. 
Makes 4 loaves.
